Filipinos’s plan for ‘independence 
followed the recent hearing accorded 
the Filipino commission at a joint 
se@sion of the House and Senate 
committees on Insular Affairs. It 
transpired that few, if any, of the 
Repubiuean or Democratic members 
of those committees had been suf- 
ficiently impressed by the repre- 
sentations of the delegates to take 
a stand in favor of freeing the 
iwlands at this time. 

DOUBT ABILITY OF FILIPINOS. 

The general conclusion was that 
no steps in this direction should be 
taken until more convincing proof 
has been offered of the ability of the 
Filipir.os to stand alone and to con- | 
tinue to maintain the institutions of 
government and education estab- 
lished by the United States which 
have Wrought such 
change< in the islands in twenty 
vears. Moreover, it was deemed in- 
advisable to take a step of such 
great moment to these wards of the 
Ameri republic until the equi- 
librium of world conditions is re- 
stored. 

It is now taken for granted that 
the question of liberating the Fili- 
pinos will not be considered se- 
riously until the Congressional com- 
mittees shall have visited the islands 
and made an exhaustive investiga- 
tion and report to Congress. 

The Filipino delegation was ad- 
vised of this status of the matter be- 
fore leaving Washington and made 
no protest. In fact, it transpires 
that the delegation did not expect to 
obtain favorable action at this 
time. The dispatch of the commis- 
sion by the Filipino Legislature was 
forced by the minority party in the 
islands, which accused the majority 


party of lack of aggressiveness in| 


seeking independence.

CUT DYEING COSTS. 


GOVERNMENT EXPERTS OFFER 
USE OF PROCESS TO 
MANUFACTURERS. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.| 

NEW YORK, July 20.— 
Cheaper processes for the man- 
ufacture of a number of dye- 
stuffs and medicinal prepara- 
tions will result, it,is believed, 
from discoveries made by ex- 
perts of the Department of Agri- 
culture who have been investi- 


‘sulphonic acids. With a view to 

helping the chemical industry 
of the country the department 
is offering to co-operate with 
manufacturers in establishing 
the process on a commercial 
, scale. 

The expense of installation is 
to be borne by the manufactur- 
ing concerns co-operating. Ex- 
perts of the color laboratory of 
the Bureau of Chemistry will! be 
assigned to the plants and will 
assume cortrob of the undertak- 
ing. 

In all such undertakings the 
stipulation will be made by the 
department that the manufac- 
turing concern is not to divulge 
anything pertaining to the orig- 
inal process or anything that 
may be developed tater, but 
that the right to patent any or 
all of these remains in the De- 
partment of Agriculture, these 
patents if they are allowed, to 
be dedicated to the free use 
of government and the public. 

In the laboratory experiments 
the sulphonation of a number 
of hydrocarbons has been atud- 
ied, and in some cases the labor- 
atorv work has reached a stage 
that large-scale experiments are 
necessary to prove th® value of 
the proceas. The work on 
benzene ts most advanced. Sul- 
phonated benzent is used In the 
manufacture of resorcinol and 
of synthetic phenol. The labor- 
atory work on the sulphonation 
of other hvdrocarbon is near- 
ing completion.

All 
officers must be regulars, those of 
the present army to be retained be- 
ing under the obligation fo serve 
unfil forty years old: those newly- 
appointed agreeing to at least twen- 
ty consecutive years of active serv- 
ice. Norcommissioneé officers and 
privates must enlist for not less 
than twelve consecutive years, in- 
cluding at least six years, with the 
colors. 

Within three months the arma- 
ment of the Austrian army must bé 


reduced accordingly to detailed 
schedules, and all surplus surren- 
dered. The manufacture of all 


materials shall be confined to one 
single factory under the control of 
this state, and other such establish- 
ments shal] be closed dosvn or con- 
verted.

WORKMEN’S AID NEEDED. 

Everything depends upon the co- 
operation of manufacturers and 
workmen to increase the amount of 
production. Sir George regards the 
general international financial out- 
look with great pessimism. Amer- 
ica stands to lose just as much as 
any other country by a collapse of 
European credit, consequently it is 
necessary for America to lend Eu- 
rope the fullest financial assistance. 

Sir George considers a collapse 
of world credit not only possible, 
but imminent. 

“T see only one way out,” he de- 


Clared, “and that is by capital lev- 
les, both national and international, 
I have made the suggestion that 
America and England exchange to 
wipe out, say a thousand million of 
the debts owed them by continental 
countries and an international] credit 
in the League of Nations. My sug- 
gestion is based’ on the principal 
that it is better to forego making 


the rest good, than to force bank- 


ruptcy and thereby receive say only 
60 cents on the dollar.” 
AMERICA 18 STRONGER.

Her wealth now is 
approximately what it was in 1914. 
What she borrowed abroad she did 
in order to relend this money on the 
eontinent. Apart from England it 
may be said that the European Al- 
Hes lost over the war, while Amer- 
ica, on the other hand, emerges in 
a stronger position than the one she 
held .before the ‘ war. Therefore, 
there is all the greater reason why 
America should be willing to help 
European credit, It is necessary to 
admit frankly that the European 
countries cannot bear the enormous 
burden imposed upon them without 
a capital levy. 

“In order to liquidate the Brit- 
ish national] debt I propose a tax of 
60 per cent. on all war profite and 
a tax averaging 15 per cent. upon 
all pre-war wealth. Such a tax 
would be payable as a war loan and 
would largely amount to a simple 
cancellation. 

PROGRESS IS GRADUAL. 

“There is no substantial objection 
in the suggestion that a capital tax 
would unsettle the nation's finances. 
People may mortgage their property 
largely to pay the tax, but money 
would be available from securities 
redeemed by the tax. Progress would 
naturally be gradual.” 

Regarding the present crisis in 
sterling exchange, Sir George said 
that many here believed in the pol- 
icy of letting exchange take care 
of itself, for each fall pute Great 
Britain in a more advantageous po- 
sition as an exporter. Americans 
sooner or later will realize that their 
commerce would be hurt by a high 
dollar exchange, for Europe will be 
able to buy less under present con- 
ditions. He added:

LANCASTER, July 19.-—Mr, J. 
M. Patterson, of Los Angeles, an 
old-timer in Antelope Valley, was 
mingling with former friends in 
Lancaster the week-end. He came 
out to review the work of improve- 
ment which has been done during | 
the past few months on his several | 
ranches owned in the valley. Mr. 
Patterson is a firm believer in the 
future of the valley, and said if he 
had half a million of dollars to in- 
vest, that he would not hesitate to 
Place the entire amount in ranch 
property in Antelope Valley. Mr. 
Judson K. Fuller, also of Los An- 
geles, came out with Mr. Patterson, 
and will locate somewher® near 
Lancaster within the next few 
weeks. He was much impressed 
with the outlook here. Mr. Patter- 
#on grew into a reminiscent mood 
while talking of the early days in 
the valley, and told of the time in 
1882 when Mr. Henry Miller, now 
dead, first came to the valley to 
locate. Mr. Miller brought among 
other things, several thousand feet 
of well casing, for the purpose of 
sinking a deep well and providing 
plenty of water. He found that 
lasting water could be secured at 
a depth of 800 to 400 feet, and 
later said his only regret was that 
he had to carry the extra piping 
back to San Joaquin Valley, from 
whence he came. 


LANCASTER BOOMS. 


During the month of June there 
was the most business  trans- 
acted here than for any one 
month since the town was founded. 
Business in every line has been very | 
good, and the wave of prosperity 
extended out to the neighboring 
ranches, where labor has been re- 
warded at the rate of from $4.50 to 
$5 per day for nine hours work. The 
hay harvest is on and many hands 
were needed to help save the 
enormous crop being harvested. 
Never in the history of Antelope 
Valley has there been such a demand 
for labor as there was this sgum- 
mer. The local merchants are busy 
every Saturday evening walting on 
the ranchers, who flock Into town 
along about sundown and leave 
Nbout 10 o'clock, loaded with trucks 
and machines full of groceries and 
supplies for the coming week. One 
of the local merchants filled one 
bill recently for a well-to-do ranch- 
er, which amounted to $60, repre- 
senting “eats” for his family and 
hired help for one week. 


THE MODERN WAY. 


The old-time windmill, so com- 
mon in the valley for many years, 
is fast playing out, and ts being sup- 
plemented with drilled wells, which 
are equipped with motors, and 
water is pumped by means of elec- 
tric power. The local Edison Com- 
pany has a net work of high-voltage 
wires over the entire vaiiey, and 
this company has avwne a child's 
part in helping the valley and its 
ranchers to progress. There are 
many flowing or artesian wells in 
the valley, some of them being 500 
and 600 feet deep, from which a 
ateady stream of pure water flows 
365 days a year. water is 
simply splendid.

OLD BUILDINGS TORN DOWN TO 
MAKE WAY FOR IM- 
PROVEMENTS,

SANTA ANA, July 20.—Old land- 
marks gradually must give way to 
the march of progress and those of 
Santa Ana are no exception. Today 
saw the beginning of the work of 
razing a large wooden structure at 
Main and Second streets, built in 
1887 from spruce and redwood lum- 
ber shipped from San Francisco to 
Newport Harbor by boat and then 
hauled by teams to Santa Ana.

and Lewiston, Idaho, and numerous 
other colleges and universities, chief 


Walla Walla, Washington, a Con- 
gregational church institution. Gon- 
zaga versity, a Catholic church 
school, lecated at Spokane, where 
are situated church schools of the 
Presbyterian, Christian and Luth- 
eran denommations. 

A large share of the vearly 
wealth of the Inland Empire is 
made up of grain yield, which is 
figured at $105,000,000. It is stated 
that each year this region produces 
one-ninth of the total wheat crop 
of the Untted States. Mineral out- 


put comes second, with $93,000,000" 


each year. The lead production of 
“he Inland Empire is said to com- 
prise one-third of the entire world’s 
yearly supply.

DR. FRANK DENOUNCES 
WILSON’S ATTACKERS. 


| NOTES THEY ARE UNABLE OR 


UNWILIANG TO PROVIDE 
LEAGUE SUBSTITUTE. 


That Senators Johnson, Borah, 


Knox and all the other opponents 
of the League of Nations have so 
far been either unwilling or unable 
to offer the world any other substi- 
tute to prevent future wars, was the 
statement made last night by Dr. 
Henry Frank, psychologist and Tét- 
tuFéf Of San Francisco. speaking be- 
fore a large audience in Blanchard 
Hall. “If no such league is con- 
summated,” said Dr. Frank, “then 
God pity humanity, for the bedrag- 
gied, bleeding old world will con- 
tinue inf the old accursed way, and, 
in such case, it might be better for 
the whole human race to commit 
suicide at once and be done with 
the effort to establish fraternity 
among men.” 

In the course of his lecture Dr 
Frank spoke of the proposal that 
Germany be allowed to enter the 
League af Nations and declared 
that, for the protection of humanity, 
Germany should be kept out of the 
international society until she has 
atoned for her crimes. “lit was said 
of old. ‘beware of the Greeks when 
they bring gifts,” and I say to you. 
beware of the Hun when he brings 
promises. Germany's entrance into 
the League of Nations now would be 
dangerous to world peace, for, since 
the Council of the League can take 
no important step without a unan- 
imous vote, it would be possible for 
Gerniany to block every scheme for 
world democracy.” 

Dr. Frank presented, one by one, 
the main objections raised by the 
league's opponents and, in a logical, 
forceful manner refuted them all. 
the argument that ‘America 
should keep out of world politics,’ 
the speaker replied that isolation for 
any nation is today tmpossible. 

Dr. Frank said President Wilson 
had a perfect right to undertake the 
establishment of the peace treaty 
and the league without consulting 
the Senate. President Wilson had 
not been out of the United States 
a month, said the speaker, before he 
was being denounced by many of 
the so-called great men of Amer- 
ica. “And these politicians continued 
their loud denunciations al) the time 
Mr. Wilson was in France. When 
the President started back across 
the water a few days ago. his de- 
nouncers lowered their voices some- 
what. When he arrived on American 
soil. their talk died down a 
whisper—and now even the whrsep- 
ers are dying out.”

Oyama of Japan spoke in Blanchard 

Hall yesterday morning, under the 
| auspices of the Church of the Peo- 
ple, on “The Aspirations of Japan 
‘in International! Affairs.” 

Other speakers were Henry Frank 
of San Francisco and Reynold F. 
. Blight. The singing’ of the Japa- 
nese national anthem and of the 
“Star Spangled Banner” preceded 
Consul Oyama’'s address, which fol- 
lows in part: 

Viscount Uchida, Foreign Minis- 
ter of Japan, in defining his policy 
in the Imperial Diet last January, 
said in part: “Japan has no aspira- 
tion but to seek consummation of 
the free and unfettered development 
of her national life along the high- 
way of justice and peace and to 
have the open door of the 
world assured to the legitimate and 
rightful activities of the nation.” 
This ts the fundamental principle 
that has always guided and 
ernted our foreign policy. 
of the nation is eternal. All 
sive designs and artful machina- 
tions are only destined to breed a 
lastinz sore in the heart of the na- 
tion: they impair forever the dig- 
nity and prestige of the state. It is 
my firm conviction that Japan has 
always succeeded in pursuing a fair 
and clean policy in all international 
relations. 

NOT WARLIKE. 

There seems, however, to prevail 
an opinion that Japanese are war- 
like people. No sooner was our war 
with Russia over than we were sup- 
‘posed to be eager and ready to go 
to war with some other nation. It 
is very absurd to talk of war be- 
tween America and Japan: it is not 
only absurd, but it is wicked. You 
all know that we came into the com- 
i munity of nations only about fifty 
/years ago. You know, too, what the 
| European powers were doing in In- 
| dia, Siam and China in those days. 
, We saw all what they were acting 
| in those neighboring countries of 
'ours. We simply set to work at na- 
| tional defense to protect ourselves 
from possible foreign invasion. It 

is unnecessary for you to explain 
|} how Japan went itnto war with 
China and Russia. It is well known 
to all that none of these wars was 
of our seeking. 

Japan is sometimes suspected of 
aggressiveness and of harboring ter- 
ritorial ambition. I can most em- 
phatically declare that Japan has no 
idea of attempting any wanton en« 
croachment upon the territory of 
China or any other nation. She is, 
of course, not without ambitions, 
but those ambitions do not include 
any desire to monopolize interest in 
China nor in the Pacific. Her aspl- 
ration is to get a share of those in- 
terests to which she is rightfully en- 
titled. And her idea is to secure 
that share without interfering with 
the Interests of the other nations. 

However, IL frankly admit that 
Japan has had trouble with China 
from time to time. Her position in 
relation to China in this connection, 
as Was well defined by Baron Goto, 
Japan's former Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, some time ago in this 
country, is that of a well-meaning 
householder, deeply interested in 
keeping quiet and clean the imme- 
diate surroundings, but who is un- 
fortunately disturbed by family 
quarrels and incompetent sanita- 
tion of disorderly neighbors. If he 
tells them to be quiet they think it 
an outrage upon thelr rights; if 
he offers help they resent it as an 
insult. It may not be necessary for 
you to explain how we are suffering 
on their account, as American peo- 
ple has had long experience with a 
disorderly neighbor. 

IN MANCHURTA. 

Reports have sometimes been 
current in newspapers or other pub- 


lications to the effect that Japan is 
advancing her commercial interests 
in Manchuria under selfish discrim- 
ination and in violation of the open 
door promise. It is remarkable 
fact that those who make this 
Charge against us never present any 
concrete case. They atate that 
Japanese merchants are making 
headway there, while accusers them- 
selves made a failure of their en- 
terprises, therefore the Japanese 
must have resorted to an unfair 
method. 

As for Shantung question, when 
Japan took possession of Kiaochow 
by force of arms itn 1914, China re- 
mained neutral. Japan's action 
even met with protest from China. 
Since November, 1914, Japan hail 
foceupied Kiaochow and its ratlway 
by right of conquest. Three years 
afterward, that ia, 1917, China de- 
clared war against Germany. But 
the declaration of war remained 
only on paper, as China did not 
actually participate in the war. 
China's declaration’ of war under 
the circumstances could not possi- 
bly change the state of things 
which had existed since 1914. There- 
fore. the Chinese argument that 
China’s deciaration of war against 
Germany had annulled the leasehola 
treaty of 1893 had no legal ground. 
in view of the fact that Japan had, 
three vears before China's declara. 
tion of war, replaced Germany in 
Shantung. However, Japan in the 
apirit of good-will to China Initiated 
and offered to surrender to China 
the occupied district of Kiaochow 
upon the transfér of the sald district 
hv the Peace Conference, and that 
intention has been transformed into 
the treats of 1915. There re- 
mains another concession, an 
economic concession which Japan is 
to retain in her hands.

_ “The League of Nations is a vis- 

ion, @ hope; but is the thing to 
keep in mind. Against any hope 
you can always cite a fear. Every 
forward step is a chance and in- 
volves risk. You can dwell upon 
the risks until your spirit is poisoned 
and cowed by them; until the ven- 
ture seems nothing short of mad- 
‘ness. The penalty of such’ hysteria 
is that it deoms you to remain in 
the quagmire from which the hope 
tried to Hft vou; it sounds the knell 
| of progress and paralyzes the arm of 
pioneering. 

“Criticism of the proposed alliance 
is easy because the defects are actu- 
ally there—some of them real, the 
others are only imaginary. But 
shall we refuse tc budge because we 
can not master Olympus with a 
stride”? On that. principle every 
American advance has been foo!l- 
hardy. There were counsels aplenty 
against the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, against the Emancipation Pro- 
clamation, against the Constitution 
The arguments were as sound, the 
hazards as genuine, in those cases as 
those we now face. But they were 
mainly conjured up, nevertheless. 
for the compelling reason, that the 
mind of the people having been im- 
pregnated with great hope naturally 
stepped over the pitfalls as a mat- 
ter of course. If we were going in- 


to this supreme coalition under 
duress or with half a heart, the 
risks would be even more grave 


than they are pictured by the craven 
and the reactionary. But, going in- 
to it with full expectancy and pur- 
pose, most of the perils will dis- 
solve like nightmares, and the re- 
maining problems will be grappled 
with as they come on the tapis, or.

She received a second telegram 
yesterday, from the Secretary, say- 
ing that he will notify her when he 
receives the plans from Mare Island 
for the launching. 


Lievtenant-Commander Trevor 
lost his life when the batteries of 
the submarine exploded. Smelling 


chlorine gas. he entered the com- 
partment where the batteries were | 
being charged. An explosion fol- 
lowed. He and his third officer and 
the electrician lost their lives. The 
explosion occurred October 5, 1918, 
when the submarine was at Brook- 
lyn, preparing to Le sent overseas. | 
Commander Trevor lived until Octo- 
ber 14, though terribly burned.

the planet, it fears ne contamination from 
sentact with other peoples. it agrees with 
Lyman Abbott that life is not what one 
gete out of it, but what one puts into it. 

The very term, Americanism, is the nega- 
tion of the meaning which these who have 
been aptly called “little Americans” attempt 
te attach to it. The Americanism which 
they profess is something in the nature of 
the shell of the turtle, beneath which they 
seek to retire, limiting their horizon to its 
rim, defending themselves 
oblivious to all without. And they would 
soon have the country, like the turtle, valu- 
able only as a food supply for more enter- 
prising peoples with broader visions an 
more receptive intellects. 

Americanism is a term which was coined 
when the progressive thimkers in the United 
States came to realize that our country must 
take cognizance of the world outside our 
own borders. It came into use after the 
Monroé Doctrine had received world recorni- 
tion. Americanism was the wider vision 
that embraced the whole of the Western 
Hemisphere. I¢ marked the agsumption of 
responsibilities fer the development of peo- 
pies not citizens of our own country. It 
marked the extension of the leagi® of the 
United States to a league of all the eoun- 
tries in the two Americas. 

There have been “little Americans” as 
long as the nation itself has existed. The 
Reeds, Borahs, Johnsons and Shermans are 
the lineal descendants of the Senators who 
eppésed the Louisiana purchase, who called 
the Hartford convention, who protested 
against the ratification of the treaty with 


Mexico under which an empire on this. 


western coast was added to the territory of 
the republic. They are Americans who con- 
tinually look through the wrong end of the 
telescope. 

It is a fixed law of nature that every liv- 
ing thing that ceases to increase passes 
into decadence. Narrowing visions resem- 
tie ingrowing nails. The present power of 
Gur country is a shining example of the his- 
torical truth that the future belongs to the 
people who dare. The."100 per cént. Amer- 
icanism™ which these assertive iittle 
tisans profess is a restrictive Americanism; 
it fears for our country to go where destiny 
beckons. They would have the American 
spirit, not a mighty river emptying its tide 
fate the ocean of humanity, but a body of 
water without ap outlet, 2 Dead Sea. 

Benjamin Franklin was 100 per cent. 
American. He realized that the independ- 
once of the colonies could be won only by 
an appeal to the other nations of the world; 
our liberties were won through an inter: 
national alliance. Thomas Jefferson and 
James Monroe were 100 per cent. Ameri- 
eans. They possessed the broader vision 
that made for the progress and development 
of the apirit of independence to which our 
Constitution gave birth. 

The Americahism of the “little Amert- 
cans” ig the same brand that has caused 
China to hold aloof for centuries, to fence 


herself about with a great wall and to teach 


her populations that China had ho need of 
intercourse with other countries, The re- 
suit is only too apparent. To become a 
Chinaman is to cease to be a citizen of the 

Such would be the effect on this country 
of the parochial sort of limited Americanism 
which Reed, Johnson and Borah are preach- 
ing. They weuld inclose our boundaries 
with a Chinese wall.

HUMAN VALUES. 

What is a man’s value to his country in 
times of peace compared with war time? 
In statistical circles this problem was rea- 
soned along the following lines: 

The government stood ready to insure 
every man in the service for $10,000, and 
92 per cent. took out policies for an aver- 
age exceeding $8000. Déaths computed *in 
blocks of 100,000 would mean an insurance 
loss of $720,000,000. Compensation to the 
wounded called for additional payments of 
nearly $2,000,000,000. Peacetime statistics, 
however, rate American soldiers or sailors 
worth more than $10,000. The general age 
of men in uniform being about 25 years, 
they would have at least thirty years of 
producing capacity ahead of them as work- 
ers in civil life. Earnings average about 
$1009 a year, with here and there a $5900 
or $50,000 man. But on the basis of thirty 
years’ working life at $1000 a year, each 
man in the service would be worth $30,000. 
in terms of money. Thus, by the quick 
termination of the war, $3,000,000,000 worth 
of man power was saved to the govern- 
ment.—[ Wall Street Journal. ’

A NEW ERA IN 
ROAD BUILDING. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN, 
WASHINGTON (D. G.) July 19.-— 
One of the most colossal road-build- 


‘ing programmes ever undertaken 


in any country is to be carried out 
in the Uniied States during the next 
three years. It ig estimated that ‘by 


1921 close to a billion dollars will 


have been spert for good roads in 
thig country. Of this huge sum, 
$275,000,000 has been appropriated 
by Congress as Federat aid in road 
construction. 

In addition to giving direct finan- 
cig! assistance, tha Federal govern- 
ment is also encouraging the im- 
provement of highways by distribut- 
ing to the various States some 20,- 
000 motor trucks used by the army 
during the war. These trucks are 
to be turned over to the highway 
commissioners of the States and 
are to be used only for road build- 
ing purposes. 

The first and only national high- 
Way constructed by the govern- 
ment was the old, historic Cumber- 
land road. The work on that turn- 
pike was begun under President Jef- 
ferson and continued under Monroe. 
Beginning at Cumberland, Md., the 
road ran through Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania, what is now West Virgin- 
ia,’ Ohio, Indiana and Hilinois. &t. 
Louis wag the objective point, but 
railroads eame imto use before the 
cempletion of the project and the 
road stopped short somewhere in 
filinois. The old Cumberland read 
was to have been used to open up 
traffic between the East and West, 
and it was planned in such a Way as 
to have direct communication with 
the Atlantic Ocean. The scheme 
Was to use the stage eoach for trans- 
portation from western points to 
Cumberland, then the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Canal, which is still in op- 
eration, from Cumberland to Wash- 
ington, connecting with the Potomac 
River to the ocean. So does it 
ppprar that the ynfolding of time 
quite upset this elaborately, worked 
out government project. 

Although the Cumberland trati 
fel] into disuse for a time after rail- 
roads began to link up the Mast with 
the West, the greater portion of it 
has been improved within recent 
years by the various States through 
which it runs. Many af the old pi- 
oneers who Went west in the early 
part of the nineteenth century tray- 
eled by stage coach over this early 
ribbon of good roads. 3 

Today there are said to be about 
5,500,000 motor vehicles in use in 
this country. Of this number it is 
estimated that 500,000 are commer- 
celal cars, ranging from light delivery 
wagons to heavy trucks. 

Allowing an average of 5000 miles 
per year for each of the 5,000,000 re- 
maining passenger cars and assum- 
ing an average of three passengers 
to a car, the resilt will show a total 
of 45,000,000,000 passenger miles 
traveled during {ie year. This fig- 
ure exceeds that for the railways of 
the United States for the year of 
1916, which was 34,000,000,000 pas- 
senger miles: So are automobiles 
and reads shown to carry more peo- 
ple more miles than railroads. 

Good roads have a direct effect 
on the cost of living. Motor trucks 
and good roads enable the farmer 
to transport his products to market 
at a less price than of hauling it in 
wagons and shipping it by rail. Of- 
ten foodstuffs perish on the farm 
because of the lack of proper trans- 
portation facilities. They often de- 
teriorate in transit because of the 
slowness of their journey. Good 
roads speed them up. 

The Bureau of Public Roads gives 
the cash expenditure on highways 
for the year of 1915 as $267,000,000. 
During the war, most of the big road- 
building projects were temporarily 
suspended and the result ig that 
most of the hizhways throughout the 
country are in run-down condition. 

The work of improving high- 
Ways already in existence and start- 
ing new projeets will be limited only 
to the supply of labor and material, 
according to T. H. MacDonald, chief 
of the Public Roads Bureau. “Road 
construction work which is progress- 
Ing in all parts of the country,” he 
said, “is rapidly absorbing all the 
excess labor there is in the land and 
it is my opinion that before very 
long there will be a_ shortage of 
workmen for road work, fharkee the 
next three years we look to see tiie 
biggest road censtruction |programme 
carried out that has ever been un- 
dertaken in any part of the world.” 

All over the country tond issues 
for the construction of roads are be- 
ing announced. States are’ taking 
advantage. of the appartunity to re- 
ceive financial help from the govern- 
ment under the terms of the Federal 
aid act, which provides that where 
a State spends one dollar for road 
wark it is entitled to a similar 
amount from the government. Most 
of the States are getting Federal aid 
on a 60-40 basis. The only limita- 
tions prescribed by the Federal aid 
act are that the roads shali be “rural 
post roads.” When a road has met 
this condition, it is the duty of the 
Secretary of Agriculture to give his 


approval to its construction and Fed-- 


erai aid is extended. 

The Federal. Highway Council, 
which has headquarters In Washing- 
ton, is co-operating with some 4000 
other organizations throughout the 
country interested in good roads for 
a connected system of nationa) high- 
ways to be constructed’ and main- 
tained with the support of the Fed- 
eral government. 

As the result of the efforts of this 
organization, a bill has been intro- 
duced in Congress for a national 
system of hichways. Its object is to 
build in each State trunk-line high-

Such d system of 
national roads, proponents of the 
measure say, is necessary for the 
welfare of the country as a whole.

The output of Cushing represents 
a decline to 12 per cent. of the high- 
est figure reached by thig pool + 
oil tests 45 gravity, and is consid- 
ered to have been the best gasoline- 
making oil, up to that time, found 
outside of Pennsylvania.

OIL SLUMPS FOR 
PIPE LINE LACK. 


Drop in Market Value of 
Leases is Sudden, 


Cessation of Drilling for Sixty 
Days Talked Of. 


Others in Output. 


(SXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

AUSTIN (Tex.) July 20.—What 
may be said to be the first critical 
stage in the development of the 
crude ol] industry in the Central 
West Texas fields has now been 
reached. True to the predictions 
and warnings that were made and 
sounded several weeks ago by the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company and 


other conservative and large op- 
erators, the wild rush of drilling 
wells has resulted in an overproduc- 
tion in the Burkburnett and Desade- 
mona fields, with indications that 
a similar condition will be brought 
about at Ranger, Gorman and other 
pools, within the next few weeks. 

As a consequence of there being 
an available output of probably 
50,000 barrels a day in excess of 
pipe-line and rail transportation fa- 
cilities, a slump in prices may oc- 
cur. While this is not regarded as 
an inevitable contingency, the effect 
of the overproduction has already. 
Lrought losses to lease speculators. 
The drop in the market value of oil 
lease rights to land in the pro- 
ducing territory came suddenly and 
entirely unexpectedly so far as the 
were concerned. The de- 
mand for leases sliackened the mo- 
ment it was found that there was 
no outlet for new production. 

It is thought that this phase of 
the situation is only temporary, 
and that lease values will return 
to their former high standard 
when the product again begins to 
move freely through additional. pipe 
lines and gathering systems that are 
certain to be provided in due time.

“THE WEAKER VESSEL” TINGED 
WTTIT VETICATE SATIRE.

Certainly the movies do move! 
There's as mtich difference: between 


the pictures of year before last and 


this year as there is between the 
Rollo Books and Jack London's 


stuf. The John Bunyan period of 
pictures is past, evidently, and it has 
been found possible to create char- 
acters for the screen who behave 
like human beings instead of incar- 
nations of Vice, Virtue and other 
morality personalities. Also, as a 
new art, picture making has its 
convenient flexibilities, and doesn’t 
worry itself too nruch about those 
tiresome things “the wunities’’ and 
“dramatig form,” which we used to 
hear so much about. This influegce 
is extending itself even to the stage, 
by the way, to its immense improve- 
ment. 

Not to waste any more time on 
mere preamble, particularly as I'm 
just bubbling with enthusiasm to 
tell you about a certain picture 


tions, I'll say at once and be done 
with it that the most warmly hu- 
man, and at the same time the most 
gently satirical and quaintly amus- 
ing film play that has shone on the 
screen in many a long day is Elmer 
Elisworth's story, “The Weaker Ves- 
sel,” on view at the Superba, with 
Mary MacLaren and Thurston Hall 
in the leading roles. The satire is 
subtie and gently oblique, and has 
to do with feminism, but it is so en- 
tirely subject to the warm human 
theme, so skillfully unobvious, that 
you may miss it entirely and stil] 
feel you've seen one of the best pic- 
tures it has ever been your 
pleasure to look at. The satire lies 
in the fact that “the weaker ves- 
sel’ is supposed to be woman, but 
that the author takes the stand 
that woman is really the stronger, 
presenting hia evidence in the form 
of a radiant, human, bubbling story, 
done with charming ease and sin- 
cerity. Strength of tense situation 
is not, however, lacking. — 

One bit of skill lies tn the fact 
that certain situations which might 
easily be farcical are rendered 
genuinely human by their ‘treat- 
ment, as when the heroine, being 
shut up alone in the bedroom, 
whither her no-account husband 
whom she left on her wedding night 
because of his drunkenness and 
sordidness has followed her, first 
implores him to let her go and then 
beats him up. When the hero— 
the bombastic actor deliciously 
played by Hall—comes in with a 
pistol and says, “I will protect you!” 
the husband replies faintly—‘Don't 
protect her; protect me!” 

The Amazonian incident is so well 
handled by Miss MacLaren, and one 
feels the miserable little ute 
of a husband 80 richly deserv his 
fate, that the spectator’s reaction 
is entirely and wholesomely sym- 
pathetic. 

It is quite impossible to recount 
the story, but I must not leave off 
without comment on the capital 
work of Miss MacLaren, and her 
sincerity, beauty, naturalness and 
potency for rising to the heights, 
Thurston Hall, and his droll, yet 
withal entirely human characteriza- 
tion of the down-and-out actor; and 
John Cook's portrayal of the hus- 
band. All the characters in fact 
are splendidly done. 

By all means, if you would gee 
something in the way of pictures 
that is entirely fresh, vivid, real and 
appealing, and at the same time de- 
lightfully amusing and natural, 
don’t miss this — new in 
picturedom. 


WALLY REID MAKES 


HIT AT CLUNE’S. 


When Jack Yalt Wrote “One of 
Us” for the stage, the critics quite 
universally declared he had hit on 
a fascinating theme and had treat- 
ed it delightfully, humanly and at 
the same time uniquely; but that, 


after all, its treatment lacked finish 
and its story convincingness. 

When the Lasky Company took 
the story, some skillful person weld- 
ed its underworld theme into a 
somewhat different and more clean- 
cut pattern, and called it “The Love 
Burglar,” and as “The Love Burg- 
lar.’ with Wallace Reid and Anna 
Q. Nilsson, in the leading roles, it 
packed Clune’s Broadway all day 
yesterday.

CE OF PRIMITIVE.

The taming of the woman into 
the wife, subtly brought about by 
the man, who is not as rough shod 
as he seems on the surface, provides 
situations suggestive of a certain 


Shakespeare comedy. It also brings 
a fiAash o “The Great Divide,” 
Henry Miller’s great success, before 
the beholder. and episodes from cer- 
tain other plays. 

“Land of Promise” is therefore a 
bit composite in its general aspect. 
In its two diametrically opposed 
leading characters it offers the safe- 
ty of good situations. It has the 
tingle of big nature processes work- 
ing themselves out under the veil 
of comedy. Altogether a fascinat- 
ing production in its subject, though 
the material could have been con- 
densed with more effectual results. 
Hardly anybody will, however, be 
disappointed in the play as very ef- 
fectively presented by Lewis Stone, 
and the other members of the cast. 

The bulk of the action rests in 
the hands of Mr. Stone and Florence 
Oakley. They have the whole sec- 
ond act’to themselves, retiwhich act 
by virtue of its one potent situa- 


tion does not lag in interest. The
